MINING TOWN 


Peace Is Restored In illinois 
by State Militia 


‘ALL SALOONS ARE GLOSED 


Result of Armed Demonstration by 
Thousand Foreign Speaking Strikers 
Who Attempted to Awe Men Who 
Wished to Remain at Work—Strike 


Was Declared In Defiance of Orders . 


of Officials of United Mine Workers 


Gillespie, Ills., March 22.—De- 
tachments of ten companies of the Illi- 
nois national guard are patrolling the 
mining town of Benld. The presence 


of troops has had a salutary effect on 
the striking miners, who for several 
days and even yesterday, joined in a 
demonstration to awe their brethren 
who wanted to return to work. 

Operations in mine No 1 at Gilles- 
pie, and in one of the three shafts 
owned by the Superior Coal company 
at Benld will be resumed today. 
Wholesale arrests are to follow, ac- 
cording to the state attorney and the 
sheriff. Warants will be issued for 
all who carried arms or had any other 
part in the riotous demonstration. 

The twenty-three saloons were 
finally closed by order of Colonel 
Lang, wko is in command of the 
militia. 

All remained quiet after the patrols 
were placed, the men seemingly hav- 
ing no desire to match their shotguns 
and knives against the soldiers’ rifles 
and bayonets. 

One thousand strong, armed with a 
varied assortment of firearms, old 
rifles, muskets, shotguns and revoly- 
ers, and marching to the music of a 
band, the foreign-speaking miners 
conducted a demonstration against 
their Knglish-speaking brethren yes- 
terday, yelling to those who stood up- 
on the sidewalks to get in line. The 
procession came from Benld, visited 
the mines, passed through the main 
street of Gillespie and then returned 
to Benld. 

Throughout the night a vigilance 
committee of citizens patrolled the 
street on receipt of the news that the 
Benid miners had started for Gilles- 
pie. For half an hour the excitement 
was intense, but the procession passed 
through the town without a shot be- 
ing fired. 

The Superior Coal 
three mines here with a daily output 
of about 10,000 tons of coal. These 
mines employ about 1800 men. Three 
months ago John P. Reese came to 
Gillespie from Iowa to take the super- 
intendency of the properties, succeed- 
ing J. W. Miller, who was killed in 
a traction wreck in Benld. Reese 
made several reforms that were not 
favorably received by the foreign 
miners. The climax was reached ten 
days ago, when ninety men were dis- 
charged from the mines for improper- 
ly loading cars. A strike followed. 

Last week the state officers of the 
United Mine Workers of Illinois ruled 
against the strike and ordered the men 
back to work. The foreign miners 
broke up the meeting which was 
called to act upon the decision of the 
state otricials, and. when the whistle 
blew for work Monday the miners 
were prevented from going to work by 
a force of 500 miners who marched 
from Benld and defied the authorities. 


COAL MINERS QUIT WORK 


Ten Thousand In Ohio Go Out In a 
Sympathetic Strike 

Columbus, 0O., March 20.—Ten 
thousand coal miners in eastern Ohio 
mines went on strike by order of the 
international executive board of the 
United Mine Workers of America. The 
strike is called in sympathy with the 
2000 miners of the Tuscarawas field 
district who have been on strike since 


| last May. 


President Lewis, it is said, 
take personal charge of the strike 
when he returns from Indianapolis. 
The miners say they are well prepared 
for a strike, having a fund of $500,- 
000 which will be expended ff neces- 
sary in order to win. 


IN A C\G: THIRTY YEARS 


Lunatic Snared and Taken to Asylum 
After Mother Dies 

Chicago, March 23.—George Odeite, 
for thirty years bereft of reason and 
cared for in a steel cage in the garret 
of his mother’s home near Waukezan 
until the mother died last week, was 
snared with ropes yesterday and taken 
to an insane asylum. 

A shock from a galvanic battery at 
a county fair robbed Odette of his 
reason. and he was sent to an asylum. 
When Mrs. Odette learned that her 
gon had refused food and was dying 
of starvation she obtained his release 
on a promise to guard him. 


Providence, March 19.—Adin B. 
Capron, congressman from Rhode Is- 
land. for seven successive terms, died 
at his home at Smithfield, almost two 
weeks to a day from the completicn or 
his fourteen years’ service in the na- 
tional house of representatives, he 
was 70 years old.

Ansonia, Conn., March 21.—

father with an axe and his mother 
when she interfered, and attempted to 
burn the bodies by firing their home. 

Before the bodies could be removed 
that of the elder Fitzgibbons was bad- 
ly burned. A _ neighbor, Edward 
Fogarty, secured the son and held him 
until the arrival of the police. 

Coroner Mix secured the confes- 
sion from young Fitzgibbons during an 
inquest. Fitzgibbons was recently 
discharged from an insane retreat, 
and is declared to be insane. 


KILLED ASSAILANT 
TO SAVE HONOR 


Girl In Vermont Is Freed of the 
Charge ot Murder 


Rutland, Vt., March 21.—Camila 
Covino, a 17-year-old Italian girl of 
Poultney, was freed of the charge of 
murdering Luigi Vermillo after a hear- 
ing lasting five and one-half hours in 
the Rutland district court. The girl 
pleaded justification. 

She testified she shot Vermillo be- 
cause he had made improper advances 
to ner. The case was the first in 
which the “unwritten law” enters ever 
heard in Rutland county. 

The girl took her discharge with the 
utmost coolness. Many of the women 
in the courtroom wept after Justice 
Swinnerton, who had presided through 
the hearing, had told Miss Covino she 
was tree. 


CUMM NS HELD IN $50,000 


Carnegie Trust Director Charged With 
Larceny of $335,000 

New York, March 22.—Out of the 
tangle of financial transactions which 
were first made known by the collapse 
of Joseph G. Robin’s chain of banks, 
which were ruined by skyrocket finan- 
ciering, the grand jury has drawn the 
indictment of William J. Cummins, 
directing head of the Carnegie Trust 
company, for the alleged larceny of 
$335,000 from the institution a year 
ago. 

Cummins pleaded not guilty, with 
leave to withdraw the plea. Bail in 
$50,000 was furnished. 

Through Cummins’ solicitation it is 
alleged. that huge city deposits were 
obtained for the Carnegie Trust com- 
pany shortly after the date of the al- 
leged larcenies with which he is 
charged in yesterday’s indictments. 


$100 FOR EACH BABY 


Anti-Race Suicide Bill Before the 
Illinois Legislature 

Springfield, Ills. , March 23.—Pre- 
vention of race suicide, the encour- 
agement of increase in population and 
the taxation of bachelors are the fea- 
tures of two bills fathered in the sen- 
ate by Senator Beall, otherwise known 
as the “stork mayor of Alton.” 

The first, or anti-race suicide bill, 
provides for the payment of $100 to 
the mother of each child born within 
two years after her marriage, and for 
each additicnal child born every two 
years. 

The premium on twins is fixed at 
$200 and on triplets $300. 

The other bill places a tax of $10 a 
year on bachelors over 35 years ot 
age, the amount to be set aside for the 
payment of premiums to mothers. 


BULLETS FOR ALTMAN 


Chicago Labor Leader Not Expected 
to Recover From Wounds 

Chicago, March 23.—Vincent Alt- 
man, who wag arrested several years 
ago in connection with bomb throwing 
in Chicago, but was acquitted of the 
charge, and who is out on bail on 
charges of shooting a laborer several 
weeks ago, was shot and probably 
mortally wounded yesterday after- 
noon. 

Altman was drinking in the Briggs 
house buffet when his assailant fired 
the shots. He was taken to a hospital, 
where it was said he would die. The 
assailant escaped. Altman has been 
a labor leader for several years.

Taft and Cabinet Satisfied 
With Mexican Situation 


HOPING FOR SPEEDY PEAGE 


Not Pleased at Limantour’s Action In 
Holding Up United States as Buga- 
boo In Efforts to Reach Agreement 
With Rebels—Forces In Texas For 
Long Stay—Non-Combatants§ In 
Northern Mexico Suffer 


Washington, March 23.—President 
Taft and his cabinet met yesterday for 
the first time in over two weeks. The 
Mexican situation was discussed 
briefly. The president and his cabi- 
net advisers are very well satisfied 
with the situation and matters will re- 
main at a standstill, so far as this 
government is concerned. 

A strong hope is expressed in ad- 
ministration circles that conditions in 
Mexico «will improve speedily. The 
Washington government is anxious 
that the two factions in Mexico shall 
get together. 

Intense disappointment is expressed 
here, however, over the fact that 
Finance Minister Limantour has seen 
fit to seek a peace agreement by hold- 
Ing the United States up as a sort of 
bugaboo, and making statements to 
the effect that this government is 
waiting an opportunity to get into 
Mexico. Such statements are entirely 
unwarranted and are regarded here as 
not calculated to bring about good 
feeling. 

There is every reason to believe that 
the troops will remain in Texas for at 
least four months. Meantime they 
will not be idle. The mobilization of 
the army will be taken advantage of 
to impart invaluable training to the 
officers and men of the regular estab- 
lishment and to many officers of the 
state militia organizations, who will 
be sent to Texas from time to time 
during the maneuvers. ; 

In a way the sending of the troops 
to Texas will give to the army the 
same valuable instruction and experi- 
ence that came to the navy as a re- 
sult of the cruise of the battleship 
fleet around the world. 

President Taft hopes that the send- 
ing of the army to Texas will prove @ 
peace move. He declared to several 
callers at the White House that he 
Ought to be the last person in the 
world to be suspected of jingoism— 
that nothing was further from his 
mind. Political considerations, the 
president declared, had not entered 
into the operations from any possible 
angle. 

Mr. Taft is fully aware that an at- 
tack is to be made upon him in con- 
gress by some of the Republican in- 
surgents and possibly by some of the 
Democrats, but he is said to be pre- 
pared to defend his course from every 
point of view.

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Rebels Stop Food Supply 

El Paso, Tex., March 23.—News 
from the interior of the “war zone” 
states that the Mexican insurrectos 
have surrounded many small towns 
and have notified the inhabitants that 
they will allow no provisions to reach 
them from the surrounding country. 
The insurrectos have determined 


main in their own hands, and it is 
feared that non-combatants will be 
subjected to still greater hardships by 
the blockade. Hundreds of refugees 
are reported to be fleeing toward the 
borders, many of them attempting to 
make the journey on foot. 


NOT AIMED AT JAPAN 


Taft Sets at Rest Jingo Stories In Re- 
gard to Mobilization 


Washington, March 23.—Respond- 


Baron Uchida, the Japanese am- 
bassador, called at the White House. 
Mr. Taft sent for the ambassador to 
say personally that there was abso- 
lutely no warrant or excuse for stories 
that have been printed to the effect 
that the United States in sending 
troops to the Mexican border had done 
so in expectation of a treacherous 
move by Japan. 

The president said the reports were 
scarcely worth denying, but he de- 
sired to set them at rest for all time. 
The president asked Uchida to com- 
municate these views directly to the 
Emperor of Japan.

Disreputable Methods 


One of the most a move: 
fo 


ments in the business wor 

the last twenty years has been the 
change from individual ownership to 
corporation management. This is no 
new. suggestion. It is simply stated 
to introducea brief commént on. one 
of the recent interesting incidents 
connected with a big corporation’s 
advertising. It would be as useless 
to attempt to destroy the corporation 
method of doing business as to at- 
tempt to destroy the railroad method 
of transporting passengers. As the 
stage coach is to the modern train, 
so the average individual conduct of 
business is to the average modern 
corporation, Economy of manage- 
ment and facilities for business con- 
duct have made the corporation an 
imperative necessity in the present 
methods of doing business, 

Slowly but surely, the corpora- 
tions have come to the position 
where, like the individual, they have 
felt the necessity of educating the 
public to believe in them, their busi- 
ness methods, and the goods they 
sell. There may still be a feeling 
on the part of some of the large 
corporations that because of their 
tremendous size, they do not need 
to get near to the people. To most 
of them, however, has come the de- 
sire to get closer to the peoplé, both 
for the sake of a better acquaintance 
with the product they may have to 
sell, and to know more of the man- 
agement of the corporation itself. 

In this spirit the American Woolen 
Company, in which Andover is large- 
ly interested, has taken on a new 
line of activity, entering the adver- 
tising field with..the story of the 
goods they make, and with a desire 
to familiarize the public with them. 
One of the results of this campaign 
is set forth in the last issue of Col- 
lier’s Weekly, in one of the most 
disreputable business transactions 
that the average man can conceive of. 
Evidence is introduced of a more or 
less uncertain nature to show that an 
advertising agent (who certainly 
does not stand out in a very bright 
light as a clever advertising agent) 
has through a series of letters ap- 
peared to be a defender of legislative 
interests affecting his client, rather 
than in his proper sphere of business 
agent in placing advertising. There 
is absolutely nothing to indicate that 
the American Woolen Company it- 
self deserves to be classed by any 
publication among those who have 
attempted to coerce the editorial in- 
fluence of the press through.large ad- 
vertising space. But this particular 
“yellow journal” (and it has become 
the yellowest of the yellows) thinks 
it sees an opportunity, because of the 
current agitation of Schedule K, to 
make of itself a little more “holier- 
than-the-holiest” than it has ever 
claimed to be. To this end it charges 


that an effort is being made to 
coerce its opinions by advertising 
patronage. 


Perhaps the magazine is sufficient- 
ly strong and has sufficient hold up- 
on the morbid minds of the public 
which are so unsettled at the pres- 
ent time, (because these publications 
make them so) to continue to insult 
honest men and decent men by such 
treatment as is given to the Ameri- 
can Woolen Company, but the time 
will come when the sober sense of 
the American people will assert itself 
and insist that just as fair play and 
just as full credit be given to the 
business performing its activities 
under corporation control as to other 
businesses that work under personal 
management. 

If it is right for a-law to be passed 
providing for incorporation of in- 
dividuals. into one larger co-opera- 
tive concern for the better conduct 
of business, there is carried with that 
right, an obligation upon government 
to see that such corporations are pro- 
tected in the conduct of business 
after they are incorporated. Such 
dirty insinuations as are contained 
in the Collier article may not call for 
governmental protection in the pres- 
ent instance, but hardly .less impor- 
tant than the obligation of -the 
government to protect, is the moral 
obligation upon the people of the 
country to resent imputations that 
have no more foundation in fact than 
does the action of this magazine in 
its latest effort to hold its position 
as the “king of the yellows.” 


President Treadway of ‘the Senate 
hasn’t after all entirely gone over to 
the labor agitators, and there is a 
great deal of saving grace~in his 
actions during the past week in vot- 
ing to defeat the public opinion and 
anti-injunction bills. It took good 
courage to take these two positions, 
and he is to be commended, not. only 
by those who believe as he did, but 
by those who may be opposed to 
him, who cannot help recognizing 
that there is at least one man still in 
the Legislature who has some con- 
victions, and who isn’t sacrificing 
them for political ambition. There 
haven’t been very many bright ‘spots 
in the desert of political ambition that 
has spread over the State House dur- 
ing the past few months, but this is 
certainly to be marked by a bright 
beacon signifying that there is a little 
hope left for conservative, construct- 
ive ambition. 


A late report of the organization 
back of the Savings Bank insurance 
movement indicates considerable 
progress in that work, The experi- 
mental stage is passing with promise 
of ultimate success, and Massachu- 
setts will score one more point in the 
kind of progressive movement that 
really helps people. 


An Efficient Public Servant 

A gentleman who: had occasion. to 
go through the Ballardvale section of 
the town during the past week, has 
called the attention of the writer to 
the excellent condition in which 
many of the roads in that section 
are, as compared to the highways up 
in the centre district. 

This is not the first time that the 
writer has noticed the superior work 
that is done in the Ballardvale sec- 
tion by the man who has for a num- 
ber of years had that work in charge. 
He is not a trained road builder, and 
is a man who has never made any 
pretense of being an expert, but gen- 
uine common-sense treatment has 
made of John Haggerty one of the 
most useful public servants that the 
town has, is position is practically 
the same as that of the other drivers 
of town teams, yet because of the 
listance away from the head of the 
road department, he is given prac- 
tical oversight of that section, so far 
as keeping it in repair is concerned. 

It is a little surprising that the re- 
sults he has secured have not led to 
a more general use of his methods 
in other sections, for his work gives 
the full value to the “stitch in time” 
creed, that may be applied to prac- 
tically everything that is standing 
wear and tear. Mr, Haggerty does 
not wait until the road is worn out, 
but his whole labor during the entire 


season is devoted to a patch here, aj 


load of gravel there, and clearing out 
the gutter in another section, so that 
wherever one goes in Ballardvale, he 
cannot help being impressed with the 
efficiency that is shown by the man 
who is doing intelligently this work 
of road repairing. 

Mr. Haggerty is worth remember- 
ing when an account of stock is taken 
of the public officials who deserve 
the thanks of the community for 
faithful, intelligent, conscientious la- 
bor in a difficult place. We wish the 
town had more like him among its 
public. servants. 


Good Work, Well Done 


The report of Mr. Stackpole, 
treasurer of the Andover Tubercu- 
losis Committee, provides a deal of 
encouragement to those who have 
been interested in this movement. 
Contained in the report is a state- 
ment from the nurse in charge show- 
ing the general results that have been 
secured, and that the work now well 
under. way promises much for stamp- 


‘ittg out this disease in Andover. Of 


course, it is well understood that it 
can never be eradicated, but once 
under control, the effective means 
that have been so well established 
are bound to make Andover com- 
paratively free from the serious ef- 
fects of tuberculosis. 

The bright spots in the report are 
really very striking. Nearly double 
the number of individual givers have 
this year shared in furnishing the 
money that has been raised to carry 
on. the work. New interests have 
been engaged in the work, and the 
amount of money that they have 
raised gives promise of still further 
and larger income for the work of 
the coming years. A_ balance of 
$6.10 a year ago, has now been car- 
ried to the handsome sum of $172.73, 
and this notwithstanding the fact 
that all necessary work has been 
done and an expansion of the work 
has taken place. : 

The movement is fortunate in the 
character of those who are in charge 
of it, and it is doubly fortunate 
in the more general interest taken in 
it by citizens of all kinds throughout 
the town. It is one of the good 
things that is being done by genuine, 
whole-souled, well-directed charity.

BUFFALO JONES” 


Well-known Lecturer Gives Story of 
His Remarkable Experiences 
to Large Audience 


Those who attended the lecture 
given by “Buffalo Jones” in the 
chapel last Tuesday evening, heard 
one of the most remarkable lectures 
of its kind ever given in Andover. 
From beginning to end, Col. Jones’ 
stories and pictures of his marvellous 
work in Africa were without parallel. 
His stories and anecdotes alone, 
without the accompanying views, 
would have been highly interesting, 
and the combination of pictures and 
stories kept the large audience which 
was in attendance in a state of marvel 
at the feats accomplished. 

“Buffalo Jones,” or Col. Charles J. 
Jones, comes from Las Vegas, New 
Mexico. Formerly he was game 
warden of Yellowstone Park. His 
title of “Buffalo Jones” he has earned 
from his endeavors to preserve the 
buffalo which were becoming almost 
extinct in the west. At one time, 


Col, Jones said, he, together with the- 


other hunters, killed numberless buf- 
falo for the skins only, receiving for 
them fifty cents apiece. At that 
time he resolved that, if the day ar- 
rived when the buffalo herds were 
threatened with extinction, he would 
do all in his power to preserve them. 
This resolve he has fulfilled to the 
letter, hence his title of “Buffalo 
Jones.” 

The first part of Col. Jones’ lec- 
ture on Tuesday evening was devoted 
to a description of his Seek how 
from a mere child he had known and 
understood animals and longed to put 
into practice his theory that there is 
no animal but can be overcome by 
man. His earlier pictures showed 
scenes in Yellowstone Park, and of 
the deer and buffalo there: One of 
the most interesting of these was a 
fight between two buffalo. bulls. 

The chief part of his lecture, how- 
ever, was in regard to his lassoing 
expedition to Africa last year, a jour: 
ney which was financed by Charles 
S. Bird of East Walpole, and on 
which Col. Jones was accompanied 
by several American’ cowboys. In 
this expedition was also Guy Scull, 
brother of Mrs. B. H. Hayes of this 
town. It was through Mrs. Hayes’ 
mother, Mrs. Gideon Scull, who was 
present at the lecture, that Col. Jones 
came.to Andover. 

Over 10,000 feet of moving picture 
films were shown, telling the story of 
Col. Jones’ wonderful captures of the 
wild and elusive animals of the Afri- 
can jungle. Animals of all species 
knew the whizz of his lasso, the wild 
boar, the hartebeast, the eland, the 
cheetah, the lion and panther, the 
giraffe and the rhinoceros, The cap- 
ture of the ungainly but fleet giraffe 
as shown by the moving pictures was 
thrilling, as was the overcoming of 
the cumbersome rhinoceros, who 
broke several ropes before he was 
finally captured. The most exciting 
film, however, was that of the cap- 
ture of the lioness, long and lean and 
lithe. The pictures showed the lion- 
ess chasing the cowboys, in a thrill- 
ing pursuit seemingly only a few feet 
behind the nearest mount. A few 
minutes later the cloud of dust 
showed she was down, caught by the 
lasso. Then followed the task of 
tying her feet together and taking 
her to camp. There she was put into 
a cage, taken to the railroad and 
shipped to New York, where she was 
given to the Zoological Gardens in 
that city. 

Most of the animals captured, how- 
ever, were set free again, and several 
of the pictures showed clearly the 
astonishment of the creatures at find- 
ing themselves at liberty after their 
to them terrifying experience. One 
of the amusing films was that show- 
ing a zebra who was captured, and 
two minutes afterwards was mounted 
and ridden by a cowboy. 

The feats performed by Col. Jones 
and his men are almost beyond be- 
lief and it was fortunate that pictures 
of the feats were shown, or in some 
cases the credulity of the audience 
must have been overtaxed. It seemed 
hardly possible that a man could 
climb a tree on one of whose limbs 
crouched a big cat or panther, armed 
only with a lasso, pursue the animal 
clear to the top of the tree, finally 
entangle him with the lariat and in 
a moment hold him suspended in the 
air, swinging by the rope. Such, 
however, was a common experience 
in Col. Jones’ expedition and he says 
that the secret of his success was 
that he let the animals see that he 


was going to capture them, and then 


he went ahead and did it. 

The lecture came too quickly to a 
close for the satisfaction of the audi- 
ence, all of whom will be glad to wel- 
comeé Col. Jones to Andover when he 
next comes this way.

FIGHTING THE: WHITE PLAGUE 


Andover Society Making Effective 
Headway. Report of Treasurer 


Andover has now énjoyed the 
services of a visiting nurse for three 
€ars. For two and a half Miss 

dge has given all her time to this 
work and the people of Andover 
heartily appreciate her ability and 
devotion. he figures given below 
will give a hint of the extent and ex- 
acting nature of her duties. A word 
of caution is in order against mak- 
ing needless demands upon Miss 
Dodge's’ time and strength.

Tuberculosis 


Miss Dodge’s own statement with 
regard to tuberculosis is as follows: 
he predisposing causes with us 
are occupation, ignorance concern- 
the nature of the disease, ignorance 
of personal hygiene, and most itn- 
portant of all, house. infection. 

All patients are instructed con- 
cerning the nature of their disease, 
the methods of cure, the necessity of 
a physician’s care, and the danger 
of patent medicine, as well as in the 
methods of protecting their families 
and the community from infection. 
Actual nursing is done wherever 
necessary, the more severe cases be- 
ing visited frequently, incipient 
cases as often as possible, while the 
arrested cases are seen only occa- 
sionally. Sputum cups, paper nap- 
kins and bags have ‘been provided 
for those who need but cannot se- 
cure them. Simple appliances, such 
as air cushions, bed rests and 
steamer chairs, hot water bottles, 
etc., have been loaned as needed. 

In case of death from tuberculosis, 
in addition to fumigation by the 
Board of Health, the family has been 
instructed as--to cleaning the prem- 
ises. I have also reported to the 
Board of Health whenever a tuber- 
culous patient for whom I am car- 
ing moves from one house to an- 
other, that the vacated house may 
be properly fumigated. In several 
instances, also at my _ suggestion, 
nourishment has been provided by 
other individuals and organizations. 

As sanitarium treatment is the 
most valuable educational factor 
available, both incipient and ad- 
vanced cases are encouraged to 
spend some time in one of these in- 
stitutions whenever possible. 

Of eight advanced cases which 
have been visited, four have died. Of 
the remaining four, one is slightly 
improved, the rest unimproved. One 
of these patients was treated for a 
time at North Reading, and an- 
other at Tewksbury. 

Of eleven incipient and suspected 
cases, two have removed from town, 
and two have improved decidedly. 
The remaining seven are only slight- 
ly or not at all improved. Nine of 
these eleven are known to have been 
open cases during at least part of 
the year. 

Of ten arrested cases, which had 
been visited in incipient ‘stages dur- 
ing previous years, two have re- 
moved from town, and suitable em- 
ployment has been found for one. 

he remaining seven are now living 
hygienic lives in comparative com- 


fort. 

I should like to thank, especially, 
the volunteer visitors who helped 
during last winter, the officers of the 
Andover Guild for access to their 
loan closet, the doctors, pastors, and 
others who have so kindly co-operat- 
ed in the work, and also the friends 
who have given flowers, magazines, 
old cotton and linen, and _ food. 
Magazines are especially acceptable. 

I should like to emphasize espe- 
cially the importance of the work 
among artificially fed infants. This 
I believe to be a most valuable field 
of usefulness, in which our efforts 
ought to be still further increased. 


FINANCES 


The Committee has _ received 
hearty and generous support from 
every part of the community, from 
organizations, churches, and individ- 
uals. It is a work for all of Andover 
and is approved and supported by 
representatives of all of Andover. 
Again we remind those who avail 
themselves of Miss Dodge’s services 
that Miss Dodge is paid a regular 
salary for all her time and that all 
fees go to the support of the work.

MUSINGS 


Preaching 


a book called “Lamps, 
rumpets,” lectures on 
the vocation of the preacher, by Ed- 
win Paxton Hood, minister of Queen 
Square chapel, Brighton, and pub- 
lished by Dodd & Co., Broadway, 
New York, 1860. 

There are books and books, I can- 
not settle down to read what I think 
is a stupid, insipid novel. I have 
still a taste for bread and- butter; 
pies and pastry don’t digest well, be- 
sides they leave a bad taste in the 
mouth, especially in the morning, I 
have not enjoyed reading a book for 
a long time, but these ‘Lamps, 
Pitchers and Trumpets” caught me 
and I read the whole 431 pages and 
then reread all over again. Of 
course the saying that one man’s 
meat is another’s poison, holds true 
in reading as well as in eating. 

I will say as little as possible about 
preaching, and quote from this 1869 
book some little bits which may 
give variety to this “musing.” 

The “cinder” about. some Boston 
preachers in the Townsman: has led 
me to preach this week, or at least 
head this letter “Preaching.” 

The story of the old Irish church 
officer should make all of us hold 
preaching to be a fine art. A clergy- 
man failed to conduct the services, 
as an accident on the railroad kept 
him an hour late. The sexton who 
has been sexton for thirty years, was 
asked to conduct the services. It be- 
ing an Episcopal church, he got on 
all right and read the prayers, includ- 
ing of course the prayer for “us 
miserable sinners.’ But when he 
came to try to preach he said, 
any of you good people have any 
conceit of yourselves, come up here 
and do the preaching!” 

I will now speak of Mr. Hood’s ad- 
mirable book on preaching which he 
divides into nine lectures. The first 
lecture is on the vocation of the 
preacher, speaking of a certain kind 
of preacher not unknown at the 
present day, who was invisible for 
six days and on the seventh he was 
incomprehensible, and of the young 
man who applied to the bishop for 
ordination and was told by the ‘rev- 
erend father that he would not pre- 
vent him from preaching, but that 
both nature and grace did. Mr. 
Hood goes on to mention many 
scores of—celebrated preachers who 
were comprehensible and had grace. 
These good men and able preachers 
were not confined to any church. “St. 
Bernard” gets a whole lecture to 
show how able and godly a man he 
was, and several of his sermons and 
addresses are given. I quote a bit 
of St. Bernard’s speech to the 
Knights of the Temple: “You always 
run a risk, you worldly soldiers, of 
either killing your adversary’s body 
and your own soul in consequence, 
or of being killed yourself, both body 
and soul,” 

The above sensible advice about 
war given 800 years ago by a man 
who decided who was to be pope 
after the death of Pope Honorius II, 
on February 14, 1130, should be a 
lesson for us in 1911, when we send 
to the borders of Mexico 20,000 men, 
who do not know (as St. Bernard 
quaintly says) whether they. are to 
kill somebody or be killed. 

I merely remark here that railways, 
telephones and automobiles have not 
changed a thing we call human na- 
ture during these 800 years, There 
is plenty of work for the preacher of 
sound doctrine and consistent prac- 
tice. 

Of -wit and humor in the pulpit, 
Mr. Hood gives many instances. His 
remark that a pedantic prig is just 
about as bad as a clown trying to 
preach, shows that he is not adverse 
to good common-sense preachers. 
Vulgarity and profanity in the pulpit 
was also a racy chapter. The tedious 
preacher is also mentioned. 

I have, as I have said, enjoyed 
“Lamps, Pitchers and Trumpets.” 
There is not a dull page in the book. 
I finish this rambling sermon by 
quoting verbatim from a specimen of 
the humorous sermon: “It may be 
sixty years since there frequently 
came to Bristol a well-known and 
heloved Methodist preacher, Rev. 
Mr. Breeze; they liked to call 
him Sammy Breeze in Wales. 
He came from the mountains of Car- 
diganshire and spoke tolerably good 
English. At a revival meeting the

some of the livid lights of a then 
incipient Rationalism on his mind, 
took for his text, ‘He that believeth 
shall be saved and he that believeth 
not shall be damned,’ but he con- 
doned the heavy condemnation, and 
in an aftected manner shaded off the 
darkness of the doom of unbelief 
very much in the style of another 
preacher who told his hearers that 
he ‘feared lest they should be doomed 
to a place which good manners for- 
bade him from mentioning.’ The 
young man ‘also grew sentimental 
and. begged pardon of. an audience 
rather more politely than-usual for 
the sad statement made in the text. 
‘But indeed,’ said he, ‘he that be- 
lieveth shall be saved and he that be- 
lieveth not—indeed, I regret to say, 
I beg your pardon for uttering the 
terrible truth—but indeed he shall be 
sentenced to a place which I here 
dare not mention.’ Then rose Sam- 
my Breeze. He began, ‘I shall take 
the same text tonight which you 
have just heard. Our young friend 
has been fery foine tonight; he has 
told you some fery polite things. I 
am not fery foine and I am not fery 
polite but I will preach a little bit 
of Gospel to you, which is this—He 
that believeth shall be saved and he 
that believeth not shall be tamned, 
and I asks no pardons.’ He con- 
tinued, ‘I do look round on this 
chapel, and I do see people all fery 
learned and intellectual. You do 
read books and you do study studies 
and fery likely you do think that you 
can mend God’s book and are fery 
sure you can mend me. You have 
great what you call thoughts—and 
poetries. But I will tell you one 


“If | little word and you must try to mend 


that, but if-you do, it will be all the 
same, It is this, look you, ‘He that 
believeth shall be saved and he that 
believeth not shall be tamned,’ and 
I begs no pardons. And then I do 
look round your chapel and I do see 
you are foine people, well dressed, 
well- to-do people; you are not only 
pious, but you have fery foine hymn 
books and cushions and some red 
curtains, for I do see you are fery 
rich and you have got your monies 
and are getting fery proud. But I 
will tell you it does not matter at 
all—and I do not mind it all not 
one little bit—for I must :tell you 
the truth, and the truth is, ‘He that 
believeth shall be saved and he that 
believeth not shall be tamned,’ and I 
begs no pardons!” 

I would like to quote more from 
Sammy Breeze. It is refreshing like 
the breezes from the Welsh hills.
